May 7-11th is National Hospital 
Week. Hospitals all over the 
nation will be taking advantage of 
this designation to give the public 
an opportunity to familiarize itself 
with the service available at that 
institution. Wasatch County Hos- 
pital as well, will be utilizing the 
media, tours and varied programs 
to better acquaint you with our 
facility and the services it offers. 

Wasatch County Hospital is a 
40-bed acute care facility built in 
Heber City and began operations 
in May 1969. The Hospital became 
associated with Intermountain 
Health Care in August 1978 and 
presently maintains a manage- 
ment contract with that corpora- 
tion. 

The Hospital provides all 
primary services as well as skilled 
nursing for long term care patients 
to the community and. the 
surrounding service area. Physi- 
cian services are presently main- 

_tained by an active staff of 11 and 
a consulting staff of 16 represent- 
ing various specialties. 

The Hospital has 125 employees 
which full staffs the following 
departments: Administration, 
Ambulance, Anesthesia, Business 
Office, Central Supply, Dietary, 
Emergency, General Stores, 
Housekeeping, Laboratory, 
Laundry. Medical Records, Med- 
ical/Surgical units, Maternity, 
Nursery, Maintenance, Physical 
Therapy, Radiology, Respiratory 
Therapy, and Surgery. 

Medical, surgical services in- 
clude acute adult and pediatric 
care resulting from accident, 
illness or surgery. Varied aspects 


of this division includes same day 
services such as surgery, labora- 
tory, radiology, and emergency. 

Laboratory, Radiology and Res- 
piratory Therapy are all staffed by 
24-hour on call registered 
technicians. 

Emergency is staffed by ad- 
vanced cardiac life supports 
certified nurses with on call 
physician coverage on a 24-hour 
basis. During 1983 the Emergency 
Department treated 3000 patients 
averaging 200 per month during 
the winter months and 340 in the 
summer. The Ambulance, staffed 
by EMT's of the Volunteer 
Ambulance Association, respond- 
ed to approximately 200 emergen- 
cy calls and made 125 transfers. 

Wasatch County Hospital has 
the capability of dealing with 
medical/surgical emergencies 
with stabilization for those cases 
which require admission or trans- 
fer to a specialized unit. 

Obstetrical and Gynecological 
service is available and includes: 
Pre-natal care lahor and delivery. 
post-partum care and home visits, 
newborn nursery which includes 
fetal monitoring during labor and 
delivery, general gynecological 
surgery. 

Any hospital would be in- 
complete were it not for the 
suppport and reliability of the 
many auxiliary departments. They 
are appreciated and should not be 


forgotten. 
Departments such as house- 
keeping. laundry, maintenance, 


dietary, central supply, business 
office and medical records provide 
invaluable service to the hospital 


y 


and the public. It is not an 
uncommon 'thing to find a 
housekeeper visiting with a lonely 
patient, or dietary teaching an all 
important diatary regimen, or to 
find maintenance called out in the 
middle of the night to help with a 
problem in the facility. There are 
other examples that occur every 
day where these people extend 
themselves for the good of our 
patients and the hospital. They 
too, are part of the medical team. 
Each Department is rigorously 
monitored by our Quality Assur- 
ance Team to maintain accredita- 
tion and to ensure quality care to 
our patients which increases the 
level of care and contributes to the 
lowering of costs to our patients. 
The Quality Assurance Program 
at Wasatch County Hospital is 
co-ordinated by Sandee Toone, 
RN, who is directly responsible to 
Administration and the Board of 
Trustees. She is responsible for 
gathering all statistical data 
regarding patient care practices 
and professional performance and

reporting that data and any 
recommendations to the appro- 
priate Hospital, Medical and 
Board members.
